The  Maternity  and  Child 

Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  is  controlled  by  the  County  Council, 
and  a  trained  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance. 

There  are  Venereal  Disease 

and  Tuberculosis  Clinic's  maintained  by  the  County  Council  at  Crewe, 
at  which  residents  from  the  Urban  District  may  attend. 


e.  Hospitals  in  the  District.

Assistance  Institution  and  Hospital  in  the  district  and  also  a 
Cottage  Hospital  which  is  maintained  by  voluntary  effort.

The  Isolation  Hospital,  controlled  by 
a  Joint  Board,  serves  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  and  has  41  beds; 
three  diseases  can  be  treated  concurrently.  There  is  modern  steam 
disinfecting  plant  in  use.  The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Raven smoor  is 
available  for  both  Urban  and  Rural  cases. 


f.  Mortuary.  A  public  mortuary  is  maintained  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  and  this  is  used  jointly  by  the  Urban  and  Rural 
Authorities.

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  find  myself  in  the  unusual  position 
of  having  to  report  to  you  in  reference  to  a  year  more  than  five 
years  past,  and  one  in  which  I  had  no  connection  with  this  district 
Apparently  my  late  predecessor  Mr  P.  Bebbington  interpreted  the 
instruction  to  abbreviate  Am.  ual  Reports  too  literally  and  in  fact 
made  no  formal  reports  for  the  years  1940  and  1941- 

I  have  on  other  occasions  since  my 
appointment  in  1949  indicated  that  there  lias  previously  been  a 
very  serious  lack  of  records  in  the  department,  and  this  fact  makes 
it  most  difficult,  if  not-  impossible,  to  present  a  detailed  report 
for  your  info rmat ion  and  consideration.
